and ion or water permeability, with the ion or water perme- 
ability being sufficient to provftie good on -eye movement, 
such that a good tear exchange occurs between the lens and 
the eye, A preferred lens is a copolymerization product of a 
oxypcrm macromer and an ionoperm monoi&er. The inven- 
tion encompasses extended wear contact lenses, which 
include a core having oxygen transmission and ion trans- 
mission pathways extending from the inner surface to the 
outer surface. 
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
